PERFECT FOSSIL FERN. 


Unutually Fine Specimen , Unearthed 


in Mine at Tarr Station. 


Superintendent 
Thomas L*aing of 


Meyers plant oC the Brownfield-Con- 
nellsville Coke Company, at -Tarr, has 
unearthed a beautiful* specimen of a 
fossilized primeval fern. 
The speci- 


men was found in the roof slates o£ 
the workings, between two layers of 
slate, which, when they fell apart, dis- 
closed a fern which was completely 
preserved and had turned to practical- 
ly pure carbon. The carbon fern ad- 
hered to one stately entirely, the other 
slate showing but a faint black trac- 
ing of its outline. 


The leaves and stem are complete- 


and as accurately defined as those of 
any fern growing in the woods today.

The evil con- 
duct having tttKSii place within the 
jail, it was not suspcotible of proof 
by any other witnesses than inmates 
of the jail.

weighed and determined, not wholly 
by the preponderance in numbers of 
ihe witnesses ovi one side or the other, 
nor wholly by the characters of tue 
Wvitnpsses, but Srst and primarily upon 
the character of their evidence, that 
is to say, upon Us positive or negative 
character.

witnesses of whom some 35 were in- 
mates of the jail at one time or other, 
while the' defense called some 60 wit- 
nesses few If any of whom were jail- 
birds; but the testimony of the Com- 
monwealth witnesses, especially ot 
those who were prisoners in the Jail, 
was direct and positive, while that of 
the witnesses for the defense was with 
few exceptions negative in character.
